Recent Years.

Fruit buyers in Baltimore, Phila 
dolphin and New York are casting 
their eyes in the direction of the 
Cumberland Valley fruit belt, com­ 
prising 
the 
counties 
of 
Adams 
Franklin, 
Cumberland and 
York 
where tills year’s cherry, peach and 
apple crops promise to be larger 
and bring better prices than any 
time in recent years. 
. According to 
crop 
reports re­ 
ceived ny fruit growers, the 
Cum­ 
berland 
Valley 
belt, 
particularly 
Adams county, is one of the few 
sections between the Carolinas and 
Canada which has an abundance of 
cherries, peaches and apples this 
year. 
The pour cherry crop, which will 
be ready to harvest as soon as or 
chards dry out enough for pickers 
to enter, will be exceptionally large 
this year, growers estimating 
the 
crop at from 75 to IOO per cent of 
normal. 
Expect Higher Prices 
Not only Is the cherry crop 
of 
sizable proportions 
but the prices 
being paid for the fruit are expect­ 
ed to be 
higher than 
last year 
which is welcome r.ews to growers, 
Although the price of cherries for 
canning purposes has not been defi­ 
nitely set.

To Cure Diseases, Catch Criminals 


Philadelphia, June 19 (A P)—I n 'a n d their answers were inclined to 
the Philadelphia police departm ent 
and in the Jewish hospital, essen­ 
tially the same device is being used 
to apprehend crim inals and to in ­ 
duce artificial tem peratures. 
Short wave radio sets at the hos­ 
pital are inducing tem peratures of 
10 degrees for treatm ent of certain 
aliments. 
A similar instrum ent is 
used to transm it radio calls to po­ 
lice cruising cars. 
A physician in 
charge 
of 
the 
physical therapy departm ent of the 
hospital says the short wave set is 
used for treatm ent of certain kinds 
of arthritis and some circulatory 
diseases. 
"The only difference betwen this 
short wave set and the one used by 
the police for transm itting calls is 
th at their radio waves go out into 
the air from the antennae and ours 
are confined 
between 
condenser 
plates," he explains. 
Heretofore, most 
artificial 
tem ­ 
peratures were induced by a con­ 
t r o l ^ m alaria treatm ent, but the 
morbility and m ortality 
wave 
of 
th a t 
treatm ent 
k» 
considerably 
higher than th at of the radio, 
he 
says. 
"Now we can 
make 
a 
patient 
pretty 
comfortable 
during 
the 
treatm ent, which 
frequently 
lasts 
five or six hours," he stated. “Then 
we give him a

rest,

shower, a rubdown and he's able to 
get up and go home or go back to 
work.
